The controversial nomination 
of' Mr AJexander Haig as Sec- 
retary of State in the new

Watergate affair. 

The committee, which opened 
hearings on the nomination 
last Friday, agreed yesterday 
to take preliminary steps 
towards obtaining White House 
tape recordings .involving Mr 
Haig and President Nixon 
during the final days of the 
scandal. 1 

It decided to subpoena lists 
and indexes of about 100 hours 
of tapes now stored in the 
national archives here to try to 
determine which of them might 
be relevant to Mr Haig’s con- 
firmation as Secretary of State. 

Mr Haig, who was White 
House Chief of Staff, during 
the final chapter of Watergate, 
has told the committee that he 
has no objections to any'of rhe 
tape recordings being sought by 
the Senate. He has testified 
under oath before the present 
hearings that he did nothing 
improper or illegal during his

The Church's attitude ro General Franco 
had at the time a crucial bearing on the 
liberalization of Spanish society and che 
possible introduction of parliamentary 
democracy. ‘Opus Dei had been idertified 
wirbh rhe Franco regine and had mentbers 
in his govermrent. An ‘attempt by Rome 
to silence the Spanish Catkolic hierarchy 
had obvious implications. ' 

Observers in Rome have concluded that 
while Paul VI tended to side with the 
Spanish bishops, John’ Paul [I now lends 
his weighr to Opus Dei. Relations be- 
tween Cardinal Taraucon and the prêsent 
Pope are not thougkr to be very good. 
One source stated tbat the Pope had 
threatened to dismîss the cardinal if he 
did nor rax his opposkion to Opus Dei.

Britain's $6 sites of international

Except in the case of the Pur- 
chase as a national nature reserve 
of part of the Ribble estuary, we 
ıu Britailn—in contrast to many 
other countries—hayve shown a 
marked reluctance to commit public 
funds z10 wetland conservation. 
Indeed we continue-to encourage the 
destruction of wetlands by providing 
large subsidies for land drainage. 
The Somsrset Levels, Derwent Ings, 
North Kent Marshes and Yare 
Marshes are but a few of the inter 
rational waterfowl sites threatened 
with drainage paid for with public 
money. 

As currently drafted, the Wildlife 
and Countryside Bill will do little 
to remedy this situation. It 1¥ 
earnestly oped that the Bil] will 
be amended to provide a mechanism 
whereby the Secrerary of State will 
be empowered to prevent harmful 
1and use charges on such wetland 
sires (and indeed on all sires of 
special scientific interest). 

British wetlands form the mam 
winter home for populations of 
waterfowl from many parts of the 
northern hemisphere. Qoly hen we 
cease the destruction of the remain- 
ing important wetlands can we be 
said to haye fulfilled our obligations 
to conservation and the inter- 
national community.

And, for zhe Palestinians, 
to forgo the right to keep their pro- 
pertes in their country and to 
accept to lose their identity js to 
accept injusnce. 

Injustice, I submit, is always diffi- 
cult to accept ãnıd when it has been 
inflitted by force with great cruelty, 
injustice is impossible to accept: n 
the case of the Palestinians, the 
wound is too deep. That, I1 belieye, 
is ehe most irrmportart reason for 
the Palestiniaps’ profound artach- 
ment to the title deeds of their 
properties iı Palestine.

This injustice, this wound, is, of

If, however, the Palestinians car 
hare their own independent and

During his periods of service 
abroad MacDonald found time 
for interests quite outside his 
political duties.

East Asia. The pursuit of these 
iuterests as well as the making 
of contacts at all levels of the 
communities in which he 
worked benefited by bis great 
liking for informal social con- 
tacts. He was always happier 
having supper in a Chinese 
restaurant iı Singapore or 
travelling in the forests af 
Borneo than attending formal 
diplomatic functions. Character 
istic also was his great interest

RICHARD BOONE 


Richard Boone, the cragy 
American character acthr whn 
was widely known for his 
“tough guy” roles in a suc- 
cession of Westerns and war 
films, died an Tanuary 10 at rhe 
age of 63. He had been suffer- 
ing from cancer for some time. 

Boone's burly figure and 
menacing mien made him an 
ideal foiT to the celluloid heroes 
of the 1950s and 1960s and he 
specialized in playing villains. 

He began’ acting after war- 
time service in which he spent 
nearly four years as an air 
gunner with the US Navy in the 
South Pacific. His debut was in 
Montezuna in 1951 ; thereafter 
he featured in rany well known 
films including Rommel, Deserf 
Fax ` (1951; Bartle Stations 
(1955); The War Lord (196%: 
Hombre (1967) and Little Big 
Man (1970). 

He was also well known a5 
a television actor from his role 
in the TV series Have Gun Will 
Travel, produced by CBS front 
1957 to 1961, in which he played 
Paladin, tha loner who hired 
gut his shooting skills. 

Boone was chosen three times 
hy American TV critics as Best

Distinguished services to the 


Tha Right Hon Malcchm Mac- 
Donald, OM, who died yester- 
day at the age of 79, haq a 
remarkable çareer first a5 & 
highiy promising young Cab- 
inet Minister between the wars 
and zhen as a distinguished 
Commonwealth staresman. When 
he earered zhe Cabinet in the 
late 1930s there were gexperi- 
enced observers who predicted 
thar he would emulate his 
father, Ramsay MacDorald, in 
becoming Prime Minister. . But 


ir is for bis services. ro the 
Commonwealth thar: he will be 
particularly remembered. 


Aş a young Cabinet Minister 
before the war he had held 
responsibility for  Commoan-_ 
wealth affairs, but it was later 
when he held diplomatic posts 
in a number of Commonwealth 
countries that he was outstand- 
ing. The erthusiasm and ideal- 
ism zhar he brought to the 
process of decolonization were 
of great value to a rumbe) 
of new nations, and were inci- 
dentally a reassurance of the 
integritw of British intentions. 
He was probably most at home 
in south-east Asia and in Africa, 
but wherever he was posted he 
demonstrated anı intense. ir 
terest in the Hives of the 
people. He Falued the countries 
for themselves, not just as fac- 
tors on the international scene. 

Malcolm John MacDonaid 
was born at Lossiemouth, Scot- 
lard, in August, 1901, the son 
of James Ramsay MacDonald, 
who was to become Britain’s 
first Labour’ Prime Minister. 
He went to the co-educational 
Peters- 
field, Hampshire, and then to 
Queen’s. College, Oxford. 
began political activity while 
still at the university and con- 
tested Bassetlaw .unsuccess- 
fully in bol 1923 and 1924. 
He then began the foreign 
travel which was to take up su 
much of his time later and to 
giva him so much pleasure, 
tourmg the United States, 
Canada and Australasia ir 
192425 as ore of au Oxford 
debating ream, and visiting 
Honolulu and Manchuria au 
Tittle later. La 1929, at his third 
attempt, he was elected {tû 
Parliament as Labour Member 
for ‘Bassetlaw. : 

Afrer rhe Labour splt 
1931, when he went with the 
National groop, :he wa 
appointed Parliamentary Under» 
Secretary at the Dominions 
Office—not without some accu- 
sation of nepotism, which was 
soon met by his obvious success 
in office. 
tion he lost Bassetlaw but was 
returned at a by-election in 
Ross and Cromarty early ifi 
1936, and shortly afterwards 
euatered the Cabinet, first as 


Secretary of State for the 
Colanies and then as 
Dominions Secretary. From 


November, 1938, he combined 
the two posts, and when they 
were again separated in 1939 
he retained the Colonial Secre- 
taryship. He led the prewar. 
discussions on a much more 
vigorous , poli of, assistance 
towards colonial development 
and was responsible for the 
drafting of the Bill which be- 
came the Colonial Development 
and Welfare Act, 1940. ا‎ 
In the Churchill Government 
of 1940 MacDonald was rede 
Minister of Health, but in -Feb-. 
ruary, 1941 Churchill asked him 
to go to Canada as ‘United 
Inga High Commissioner. 
In-that post he was able by his 
sympathy with Canadian feel- 
ings and his ability to make 
contact with all sections. of the 
population to serve admirably as 
an . interpreter both of British 
feelings to the Canadians. and 
of Canadian views to the United 
Kingdom Government, ` 
‘In 1946 MacDonald left 
Canada for the sphere where he 
was to work longest and most 
distinctively. The postwar plans 
for Malaya envisaged separate 
governments . for ; ‘mainland 
Malaya and the island of’ Siüga-' 
pare, with a Governor-General 
as coorĞinator. ‘To thaf post 
MacDonald was appointed, with 
persuasive rather .than cormpul . 
sive powers. The structure. was 
changed in 1948 when, after 
long discussions in ` which 
MacDonald took a leading part, 
the initial Malayan Union was 
replaced ‘by the Federation of 
Malaya under a High Commis- 
sioner, but MacDonald, stayed 
ona. Simultaneously he took over 
the role which’ Lord Killeath 
had played as Special Cormimjs- 


MR RONALD BRITTAIN 


Mr Ronald Brittain,. MRE, . 
who as Regimental Sergeant 
Major Brittain ‘was reputed :fo 
haye the loudest vaice:in: the 
British Army, died on JaRuary 
9 at the age of 81. 

As a Coldstream Guards NCO 
Brittain with his  steotorian 
voice and massive _parade 
ground presence, came tû èpİtO- 
mize the British Army sergeant.
